But if this changed nnd ultnttsl contemptuous 
tone of writing on the pert of (he American 
diplomatist be tlie result of Lord M.ihviosbilry's 
weak concession, what is the practical cfl'eeL on 
Iho policy of the President himself?

.we have more, than one rcnitu-liuble indication. 
First, there is tlio cautions refusal lo originate 
any suggestion hy whivh our ruitiooml flntrs 
might bo imitunlly verified, mid tlio lolernbly 
clear hint— expanding in the I'rcsiilcnt's Jlcs- 
luge, into n> pretty (linliiict intimation—that no 
such propoinl was likely In iind favour with the 
American Government. Then there is the jiro- 
posal on the part of the h'resideiil to 
temvinatD at once, by Ihe requisite year's 
notice, tlie treaty between Bugland nnd 
Ibe Unitod States, which hinds the latter power 
to beep n squadron on the const of Africa, on 
(he plan thrit it can he cntiiloycd witli more elTecl 
claowbore. 

All tliis indicates pretty clearly the general 
indiffcieacc fell by American statesman sliiii In- 
wards England's wishes and proposals. But 
nowhere is a newly-encroaching spirit so re- 
markable as in the correspondence published on 
Tuesday with regard to tlio Isthmus. Our 
renders nro'nwnto tluil General Cass ncgolintctl 
with tho diplomatic ngeut of Nicaragua, M. 
Yrinsari, a treaty known as Ihc Cass-Yl'issiui 
Treaty, never sanclionod hy Nicaragua, which 
was intended to give the United Slates, on Ilio 
request of cslcarugun, a power to interfere with 
United States' forces for Ihc purpose of 
beeping open the Isthmus touto across 
her territory, whenever that route was 
tlireafonttt by violence from any oilier 
quartCT of this disturbed district. To this 
provision, rejected by Nicaragua, Lord Jlnlmas- 
hury, on Ihc part of England, not only made no 
objection , bu t cordially end again i m eond ition a I ly, 
assented. Of course, in ease Nicaragua were 
the field of contention of hostile parties, it ne- 
cessarily gnve the United States Government 
the right to decide for tiicmscivoj which, party 
ibev might choose to regard as tho (Jovem

As the events which are developing in Italy 
hasten to their maturity we are beginning to> 
bear the old taunt against Kngland renewed, — 
that she is loud tn proclaiming her enthusiasm 
for freedom, hut that she will never move a 
hand nor spend n shilling to aid it. The re- 
proach is net quite true. The other two penin- 
sulas of the .Mediterranean both enjoy a. species 
of Constitution, and England lias borne no small 
share in giving It them, Il is true that tho as- 
sistance was afforded unintentionally in the ease 
of Greece, and unavowudly in the case ofSpain; 
and it is also true that the results in holh cases 
have been so moderate ns rather to damp our 
7eal in favour of armed interventions for the 
future. But it is not exactly an armed interven- 
tion which is asked for at the present crisis. 
With two such powers as Austria and France 
already in possession of the field the most 
fervid member of the "Sctte" can hardly 
cspccL from Dnelanit any enterprise 
so Insane ns that of attempting to 
dictate u re-arringement of territory on the 
very frontiers of these two powers. 3ut what 
wee are asked for now is to give our " moral 
support." If this means merely a clear and 
unenjiivocal expression of English opinion in 
favour of any race who shall shake off nn, incu- 
bus of tyranny, and set up a free and" stable 
goi'eratnent in its stead, the Italians always have 
had, and always will havo, the moral support of 
England. Eufc it means something much less 

ihneccht than this, llmcaaslhc intervention 
of a barren diplomacy, which is content with 
osnpty ■ applications and bare professions of 
sympathy, and has no thought of backing them 
with deeds. Such support ns this may dceeivei 
the people ta whom it is given, nnd may buy 
tlicir present vivas al the expense of their 
liilure curses; but England, unhappily for her 
firhr fame, has tried it too often to impose on 
tho cabinets te whom it is addressed, .It is not 
timidity of action, Imt it is tilts hollow gran- 
deur of profession which has been the real blot 
on England's foreign policy. Armed assistance 
she could never and ought never to have given ; 
but there was a cruel falseness in using 
the language and adopting the bearing, which 
might seem to the cseited 'minds of conspira- 
tors to jiromiso it. The only ctTeet of her in- 
terference has been to make them more incau- 
tious, their governments more jordous, and 
their sufferings more intolerable. England has 
no [jiOix> chance of protecting subjects against 
their sovereigns, however tyrannical they 'may 
be. than Don Quixote had of permanently res- 
cuing the belaboured hind from his master. 
The sight of the doughty knight emmt might 
produce u momentary rcsptto, but it would be 
at the expense of n double beating, as soon as 
his buck was turned. This has almost always 
been the practical rcnult of English interfer- 
ence on beliiilf of the oppressed nations of the 
continent. A glanco at the recent liistorj of 
tho relations between England and the Italians, 
ought to diapel from their minds the faintest 
desire for any repetition of the Favour. 

Three times during the present century has 
England tried to procure freedom for the Italians 
and each time site has only succeeded hi In- 
creasing' the weight of their chains. In 1808 
the Neapolitan Court was driven by Massena to 
take, refuge in Sicily, It wns protcoted there 
by a British licet, and supported by a British 
subsidy, anil was therefore entirely at the mercy 
of the English. When Lord William Bcntlucic 
arrjved there as representative in ISU, he pro- 
ceeded to make use of the helplessnes of tho 
Neapolitan Court to extort from them a tonsti- 
tution after tho English model. A constitution, 
drawn up in Lord William Ecntinck's study 
was accordingly granted to [lie Sicilians. It 
worked as such constitutions generally do. The 
public .men never having been used to the 
working of English institutions proved help- 
lessly incapable ; and everybody sot to work to 
quarrel with bis neighbour. The royalists 
coalesced with the demagogues to clog the 
working of the parliamentary machine, the result 
of which wns that Parliament indefinitely poat- 
poned the discussion of such thorny mutt erB us 
finance, nnd gave itself up wholly to -establishing 
fixed prices fur provisions. It appears to have 
been further discredited by 'the breaking out of 
the plague: which was universally attributed ta 
the agency of tlio English, and helped to in- 
crease the odium against all English measures. 
\A i tit no interim] idiunina. no suitability to the 
national ..habits tn rest on.it proved perfectly 
i incompetent to parry (ba active 'and insidious' 
I encroachment of the court. At last, when the 
peace came, ami the fear of the British power 
was removed, the constitution and' the parlia- 
ment, without any formal revolution or aboli- 
tion, spontaneously evaporated. But this was 
far from being the worst result. The English 
intervention hid produced its usual effects, Jt 
liad excited false hopes uiupng the people and 
it had left a bitter grudge rankling in the me- 
monoa of tiieir rulers, When Count Gonfalo- 
nicro and other Italian liberals came to Lord 
Castlcroiigh during tho sitting of i the Congress 
of Vicuna, they ittemptod fo plead that Eng- 
land was hound by the hasty expressions which, 
in the course of the 'war, bad dropped from Lord 
William EentinelCand-ollier officers ; rind Italian 
writers have held language ns if England, 
having onco set up, the Sicilian constitution' 
acted a faithless part in not maintaining it for 
ever. If there tvis any error cm.: the part of the 
knglisU representative, it was La giving such a 
pledge at all, whether formal or , implied - for 
most certainly, England had no sort of pmvor to' 
redeem it. On the other hand,' as soon as the 
congress, of. Laybaeh,. lit; 1820, had made the 
Kuig of Naples master of the situation and "had 



laid his discontented subjects" nt hisT feist, he rtt- 
mombeTed hia old friends of the Anglo-Sicilian 
constitutional movement; and he let loose the 
bloodthirsty Canosti arid the Cnlderati to wreak 
his vengeance on. all who had taken part in it. 
For some time titer this Snglantl appears to 
hare distrusted 'the value of hor moral support 
in Italy. Perhaps she. was too .much engaged 
with Greece and Spain, or perhaps she hod 
really learnt a lesson. Anyhow, the risings of 
1320, and 1 831, and IMS, were allowed to pass 
without the slightest infraction of the doctrine of 
neutrality. But, in 184T, when Fio Nono was 
timidly dipping lus feet into the cold waters of re- 
form, some evil, genius suggested to Lord I'.-.! 
merston'to let- loose upon Italy that most dan- 
gerous of all emissaries, an English debater on 
his travels. With what enthusiasm Lord Minto 
was; received, \v3ist hopes he excited, how he 
paraded hiimielf before tho gazo of Young Italy 
in carriages and balconies, and bow impossible 
he made it for any Englishman to travel through 
Italy that autumn without being made the subject 
of nn ovation, is still fresh in the memory of the 
present generation. The. result was strictly 
according to precedent. The insurrection came 
— the Italian patriots, wise and foolish, rushed 
to arms, and .staked their lives on n contest to 
which thoy thought they had been spurred on 
by England, and in which they looked, is of 
right, for England's aid ; but war was a much 
more serious matter than the autumn trip of an 
amateur diplomatist. STo freak of any indivi- 
dual statesman would have induced England to 
enter on so desperate a contest in a matter 
where she bad no possible concern. Accord- 
ingly the English Government contented 
itself with mediating" between the 
King of Naples and his subjects, and 
recommending ta Austrin to abandon hor Lorn 
hard possessions. Austria was exceeding)] 
obliged far the advice, but preferred to manage 
her own affairs her own way. In due time the 
counter-revolution came ; the countenance of 
England was turned away as tho hopes of the 
Italians faded, and the jealous, frightened sove- 
reigns ate their oaths, multiplied their police, 
thronged their dungeons, and loaded heavier 
stilt tlio chains which their subjects had lainly 
struggled to cast off. Mr. Gladstone's cele- 
brated letters toll, for a part, at least, of the 
peninsula, tlio sequel of the English " sym- 
pathy" of 13-17. 

The last serape of the kind into which wo 
havo been led — the suspension of dlploitmtie 
Intercourse with Naples in looG^-is due to our 
trusty ally and disinterested adviser, the Em- 
peror of the French; We havo Lord I, Bus- 
scll's authority, based on personal observation, 
for believing that that most ludicrous act of 
bravado has increased ths sufferings of 
ihoao who suffered enough before. At 
all events, though the time has not yet 
come when nil its cifeels can be aseeriaincd, 
there seems no doubt that it has made it a point 
of honour with the King not to remit the severity 
of his rtgimc. Tho upshot of the history of 
English attempts, to better the condition of tho 
inhabitants of Holy is, that, however formidable 
her force, or bold hot language, she is powerless 
permanently to adjust' tiie relations between 
sovereign and subjects. Even if she succeeded 
in frightening away the oppressor for a time, it 
is only to exasperate him whenever ho finds it 
safe to recommence. But there is one thing 
England can do for Italy. She can delude tho 
Italians into desperate revolts, from which there 
is no snte return ; she eon double the ferocity of 
their rulers; she can. tighten every- restrictive 
law, fill BVery loathsome dungeon, perpetuate 
eve ry tyrannous abase. If Italians arc desirous 
of her good offices in this line, lot them continue 
to cry aloud, for English intervention.

" What is the Phoenix Club like ?" is a 
question asked with interest, and answered in a 
great variety of ways. Some pooh-pooh it, 
others " cannot tell," nnd many think that it is a 
serious conspiracy. The fact, certainly, that a 
secret society of a considerable extent, with 
ramifications north and south in Ireland, and 
comprising- classes of a kind far superior to the 
ltibbonmcn, is no triflo, and the sutajeet demands 
investigation. We have taken some pains to 
ascertain tho circumstances connected with the 
l'hccnix Club, and we shall endeavour to eluci- 
dite some of its aspects. 

The Society, wc have reason to think, may be 
traced to an American origin, The Irish tn 
America have lost much of the vogue which 
they possessed in former years, and the seat with 
which the Roman Catholic clergy have worked 
in the States has caused a general repulsion of 
the Irish influence. The Irish in America, there- 
fore, have internally concentrated their re- 
soarreoe, and thoy leave tho course more narrow 
and less diffusive than was the case with them 
some time since. After the Cabbage Garden 
Conspiracy of 184B had cxplodod in ridicule, 
tho Irish in America ceased to be political, and 
took no interest in popular morements; but 
after the "Know-nothing Society" had exer- 
cised its power throughout the States, the Irish 
in America wore again swept into a reactionary 
political movement, and for the last five years 
there has been amongst them more or less of 
political work going on, which has been carefully 
kept back from the public eye. 

It must bo remembered that tho Irish demo- 
crats in Tecent times have undergone extraordi- 
nary changes. All -faith In the Irish platform 
has coiised. The jobbery of agitation hns ruined: 
the tTadc Of the Irish tribune more effectually 
than the proclamations from the Castle, or the 
transportation of Srnith O'Brien and bis col- 
leagues. The "patriotism" of the shop, tho 
spouting of heroics, and the pocketing of salary 
—the invectives ngainst the Saxons, and tho 
intriguing to gain the Saxon's good will— the 
noisy hypocrisy before " tbo people," and the 
sleek, flattery in - the antechamber- of the Min- 
istor--all these features have beeomc positively 
hateful to the popular mind in Ireland. The 
Dublin platform is dethroned from its power 
and the survivors of Use Stock Company at 
Uncilmtion Hall are in official' position certainly 
for their own, if not for their country's good, : ' 
. But (hough -agitation is extihet, democratic 
activity survives, and n large body of Irishmen 
are not ready to subside into tame acquiescence 
With the results of tho movements ot recent 
yo^rs. The lower range of the middle class in 
Ireland ' still offers fine materials for political 
conspirators to work with: Sectarianism and the 
spirit of rsligious propagandist!! will not satlsfy 
the minds of men who love the bustle of- political 
movements, and who.jvisb to have cscitingitleas 
and brilliant visions of the future, '■•<■ splendid 
phantoms dancing before their vivid Coltic 
fancies. In the political working of the Ame- 
rican States there is a considerable amount of 
active soercsy, aided by the machinery of the vote 
by ballot. The "Know-nothing Society" was 
secret A its operations, and we cannot he sur- 
prised -that the Irish democrats- should : think fit 
to copy American ."examples. The Irish in 
America, also suppose, that their influence and

The question now arises, 11 At what do they 
aim, and what is it that they expect to effect by 
thisHhoenijt Club?" Their first objects are to 
organise and to keep up Irish democratic senti- 
ments of a revolutionary kind, ns opposed not 
only to Conservatism, but ns antagonistic to 
Whiggery and to *' respectable Cawlholies/' 
Many of the new disturbers have been bred up 
in the school ofO'Connell and of (Javin Duffy, 
They have something of the political artifices cf 
the lirsfc, and of the peculiar talent for organising 
of the last. They recollect the preparatory 
machinery which O 1 0onnell pat in force to dis- 
tinguish Ms Repeal year of 1843. There hail 
been a moat careful rehearsal in 1842 of 
the political drama whieh was offered 
to the imperial public in 1643, The 
Agitator nud three of his colleagues each 
took up a province in Ireland in 1843, drilled it 
for the part it was expected to play in the en- 
suing year, and accordingly the world was 
amazed with the multitudinous displays, of the 
Monster Meetings in 13-13. O' Conn ell used to 
bo asked, " Did he really think that Jtepcal 
would como by such means ?" and lio used to 
say nothing, but with a wink tell Lis cautious 
friends " lhat sotnelldng groat would come from 
it ;" and, beyond doubt, the Agitator himself 
believed that, even if he failed in procuring Re- 
peal, he would achieve "something great" byiL 
In hie admirable novel of "The Coxtona," Bit 
Edward Lytlon shows usthoelder Custon trying 
to reform the unbelieving mind of n sceptical 
politician by enlarging on tho value of a saffron- 
bag worn at Hie pit of the stomach ; but the 
change was to take place, not from the bag 
itself, but from faith in the hag. The illustra- 
tion is applicable to the spirit of Irish popular 
movement. The United Irishman, the agitator 
of the O'Connellito type, the Young Irclandcr, 
the PhtErtix Club projector, each and till oft lie m 
have had their saffron-bags, and shown great 
faith in them. " Something great 11 was always 
to have come from ojjtfii confederacy or secret 
conspiracy.

Ouji late American papers illustrfUe the ten- 
dency of modern democracy. IL Giikjiittd Ihc 
moat iinportant qnnetions of iloincsltcttnd forciffn 
policy 1o thu cnimco of pntttcs. Mid iimttcs tlicix 
tlctcrmincttton lo rest, not upon the final interest 
cX the nation or upon the obligations of jusiliee, 
but Hpon tlic .iccitletita of :ilUek nnd defence. 

It is ei curious thing to sea tlin nittimml cliicfn 
outbid ilinp; cadi ntlicr in a line of policy which, 
privriiol)', thoy would all deprecate and condemn. 
The plnti of public life now accms to be llint 
tliosc tvlio nspiri! to govern sliould not bo Llio 
expositors of their own opinions— -should not 
carry nut their own TncaAutos. or recommend 
and enforce that policy which is best adapted in 
tlicir own view for tlia good of the country ; but 
that anticipating some tlnns;ero«s rival, and 
unntehirig; from him fragments of his scheme of 
^ovcrniucnt or of administration — they nliould 

tot these forth iti it less vicious, form, and by 
eouscnting to be Lite medium by wliioh inensurea 
are adopted opposed to their oivn rioim pre- 
vent in some degree the evils by whicli thov 
might be iitlcndcd, doubt there are times 

when n n talc. 5 ma ii must choose the "next best" 
of sevcrnl mensuTcn, when those which hia 
judpment would prefer have heeotiic by circum- 
stances impracticable, qr when, tlic mad n ess of 
times demands large concessions (□ the popular 
humour, rutlicr than risk the shock nf a con- 
™Esion. 

Bet it is n cruel position for a man of 
integrity to be thus placed, between his own 
belief of wlint would he best for the people; 
whom lie attempts to govern, and ivhat their 
declared will seems to demand from him. He 
has then to milks liis choice — to nbanilon the 
reins which, perhaps, he only limy he tiblo to 
guide, or to nceept the dangerous, and loo often 
demoralising position, nf expounding principles 
hs does not hold, and voting for meusurcs which 
his judgment does nut npprove. 

In (his shameful position ore the leading men 
of America coi ihe threat questions of that con- 
tinent, Every enlightened man among them 
must see that continual aggression upon the 
territory of other republic* mill nations is incon- 
sistent with thonational honour sulci inconsistent 
with the institutions qf the country — thin the 
grent Federation must break by its own weight, 
and thai the populations nssumed into the ltc- 
pnblie will ultimately become instruments in the 
hands of the encmica of liberty, to crush 
thoss institutions. It is quite impossible 
that a similar government should ulti- 
noctcly control Iho intelligent inhabi- 
tant* &f the. New Englmd States, and the 
wild and lawless people who differ from thorn 
in OTigtn and in language— in nil their habits, 
and in nil their aspirations. 

The impetuous eagerness of the sliveholding 
party to become possessed of Cuba, and which 
will add for a time to the strength of the slave- 
holding States, will he gratified by this annexa- 
tion. The filibustering classes of the United 
States tire every day approaching nciret to the 
absorbtion of the Southern American 
Ilcpuhlics. We see already how difficult 
it is to govern the country by its present, 
institutions. The disorganizing influences con- 
stantly imparted into it will necessarily 
demand strong powers of eo-opomtion. These 
will become the nucleus of a military govern- 
ment. The races in capable; of liberty will 
naturally attach themselves to some embodi- 
ment of the principle of force. The negro race 
will, of course, lilso all serfs, prefer the domina- 
tion of n monarch friendly to their personal 
liberty tn any political system which merely 
strengthens the authority of the master. ^ 

IL is tiii., that the politicians who outbid each 
oilier in competition for territory — who regard 
treaties ns waste paper — who vole immense 
sums of money to be employed in bribes — aro 
preparing the way for the loss of that constitu- 
tion so glorious in its premiss, but so weak and 
worthless when tha national spirit has sunk 
under the competition of factions, and the thirst 
of aggrandisejnent. In this respcet America 
differs from England. 

If wo admit all that hno been said of Ihc vio- 
lence by which Indian territory has been ac- 
quired, and native kingdoms annexed, still, 
practically it has been thB act of our Indian 
utatcamen, and has been scarcely known to, 
much lejis approved by, the oulk of our poli- 
tician a or people. 

The wrong done to the notions who suffer, 
may lose nonet of its weight because the moral 
responsibility rests with a Email .section or the. 
ruling people; tut the dlflereOee il immenic 



with ncspect lb the nnlion by whom that wrong 
is Itnown and by whom it is approved. It 
is the consciousness of the wrong, the nccept- 
anec of it, tl la connivance with it, Ihe earnest 
support given lo it, the .embodiment or it in 
political programmes and party cries, which 
dt=priivc the moral tastes, of tlic people. It be- 
comes not then n merely-national crime, staining 
m national glory ; bnt it becomes a national 
disease, jienotraling the body corporate through 
nil its members, and iircpnring it for Hint politi- 
cal, which so speedily follows n moral dissolu- 
tion. 

It is in the foreign Tclstions of nations that, 
the d o ni oc ratio influence has always [irovcd so 
difficult of manage men t. With Ihem domestic 
polity cn^ms ihc iiitemntionrd relations, 
(luestions of pence and wnr are discussed, not 
upon their own merils, but as (boy stand con- 
nected with the ascendancy of the "Yellows" 
or " Uluos." Each pnrlv, while pursuing at Hie 
poll Its privtiaiilnr object, hopes that Iho 1ml 
consequences which may be risked may 
be providentially averted. It frequcmly 
happens I hat men who take an extreme 
posllinn in public affairs do so in flic belief 
nnd hope Hint they may indulge in all the 
rashness of decimation, and gather to them- 
selves all the advantages of a popular cry; while 
other men, incurring the odium of resistance, 
will have virtue and resolution enough to save 
the country. Many an aristocrat in England 
has become the exponent and advocate of prin- 
ciples from which he would have shrunk with 
horror, had he not believed that there was not 
the slightest ehiinee of their being practically 
embodied. 

The same thing is seen everywhere, when it 
is necessary lo delude and mislead men, in 
order lo obtain from them their polilicid sup- 
port. The game in, however, dangerous ; and 
it is especially so where the state is peace or 
war. If is especially dangerous when it involves 
n reconstruction of Ihe national government, 
and implies tile creation of such new 
physical force aa nil history lias Inld us 
will in the end subjugate, nnd appropriate to 
itself nil 1hosc functions of the State. 

IVc have, however, reached nn epoch when 
America must he left lo her own discretion, anil 
when the European nations witl probably stand 
nloof from the controversies of that continent. 
It must he perceived everywhere that every 
increase of lerritnry in democratic SlnlCs. neces- 
sarily weakens the principle of government ; 
am] :h:n with such an opposition nf rriecfi and 
interests, in such nn immense region, new forms 
of national life will he, at no distant date, suffi- 
ciently developed to demand new forms of 
Government. As Europe is now divided into 
empires which watch anil thwart, nnd occasion- 
ally fight with each other, so America wi!! pre- 
sent diversified nationalities, republics), nnd 
kingditns, who will need the ellliiuec of Euro- 
peon n.itions, and thus brcnlc up that monopoly 
of dominj.liou which if is the pi csent policy of 
the Americans to construct nnd secure. 



A vnitv ittt ere sting letter from the Australian 
explorer, Mr. A. C. Gtti:noiw, was read at the 
last meeting or the Melbourne Philosophical 
Institution. That Society, as is well known, 
has under its wing a project for exploring the 
still unknown interior. A wealthy, but anony- 
mous, citizen 1ms otTcrcd a thousand pound* 
towards the expenses of the under lulling, on 
condition that double that sum is made up by 
public snbsctiji lions, This sum will, doubtless, 
be very readily fortli coining, whenever any prric- 
tieable expedition, under satis factory lead 
has been arranged, though, for the present, 
public interest in the matter is rather laggard, 
and ihe subscription hanga lire. 

The Institute ib evidently desirous of securing 
the efficient services of Mr. Gnitoonv lo con- 
duct its projected expedition. That gentleman 
offers freely the benefit of his experience and 
information, hul rather begs off, though 
not very peremptorily, from Ihe toil and respon- 
sibility of again attempting to rpenctrate the 
desert. In fact he expresses himself ns not 
very sanguine about Ihe business. During his 
tiro recent expeditions he has virtually- skirted 
the central tract of Ihc Continent for more than 
half its circuit—from the Victoria River on the 
north-west const round lo Adcluide. In pre- 
vious years he had attacked it from Iho side of 
Western Australia. Mo accessible inlet to the 
interior has yet been found, nnd Mr. Ghequiw, 
who has thus rid den nearly all round it, does net 
conceal his opinion that there is not much good 
country worth exploring — that therefore any 
expedition will fail of achieving results at all 
commensurate with the public espcetalion : and 
that neither himo nor fortune is obtainable 
by any efforts in that direction. He distinctly 
guards himself against supposing that an 
expedition must be an absolute failure. 
Ho illEtiitctly asserts his belief that the centre of 
Australia is neither impenetrable nor impassable. 
He only doubts the practical wisdom of pushing 
any further enquiries in that direction just at 
present. If fresh pasture land is wanting, ho 
says, to supply the growing demand foT nnimnl 
food, (hero is plenty lo be found to the north of 
Morclon Bay, where there is better grass, nioro 
abundant water, a more tolerable climate, and n 
more acr.wsible location than Is to be found any- 
where in Ihe unexplored interior. Till iliis 
country is alt taken up and stocked, the squnt- 
iers will not be so pressed for room as to make 
it necessary that further explorations should be 
carried on for I heir sake. And even then there 
is all the northern coast right away to 
the Victoria lliver available, more or 
lass, far pasture. Mr. Giiegok* seems 
to think that the settlement of the 
fine Innds he discovered on the Victoria 
River, would greatly facilitate the task of pene- 
trating the interior, and liis recommendation is 
that until that important preliminary is satis- 
factorily achieved, furUicr operations had belter 
be suspended, 

This counsel, however, is not very likely to 
commend itaclf to those to whom it is addressed. 
The members of the Philosophical Institute in 
Melbourne have a scientific rather than a com- J 
mercial object in view. They may appeal for i 
aid to the mercantile community on the ground ' 
that n Huoccsaful trip would tend lo augment | 
the productiveness and the trade of tho con- | 
ttnent generally, and, therefore, indirectly of the t 
great Southern metropolis. But the object of j 
the savans and others, who are endeavouring to ' 
get up the expedition, is not to increase tba ' 
trade ef Australia bo much as to complete the 
map. Victoria, from its position, has had nothing ' 
to Jo with the work of discovery on its own 
account, and is emulous of taking some ' 
shuTR of the ti>ii that still remains, before it is 
all completed by other people. And, therefore, I 
the recommendation to postpone all further 
attempts for several years is not one that will 
prove agreeable- The members of the Insti- 
tute resolved to make fresh efforts to raise sub- 
scriptions, to memorialise the Government on 
the subject, and to urge Mr. Gueodet to re- 
consider his determination and accept tho com- ' 
mand of the party, The Government, it is . 
understood, is quite willing, as a contributor to 
the tuiaVrtakiag, to put the whole miBa£*meiii 



into the hands of that gentleman. It remains 
to be seen, therefore, whether he will yield to 
these solicitations nnd take the held once more. 
At present, we believe, he is aoinwhcre in tho 
north, having resigned his *fR c ial position 
m Western Australia, ami it may take 
same time to communicate with him. 
There is no man more competent to 
conduct n party, or moro likely to ensure all 
the success that is possible. At the same time 
to ask him lo go oat again for the third lime^ 
anil to stay out for perhaps it may be two or 
three yearn, is ranking a largo hole'in the best 
j^nrs of a man's life | and these expeditions, 
though they may win some fame, bring in hut. 
very little of solid pudding. They arc very ex- 
hausting to tho physical frame, linblo lo bring 
on premature disease, ond by no means without 
risk to life; and Mr. Guunonv can hardly be 
blamed, therefore, for n want of enthusiasm or 
public spirit, if ho should see fit to decline any 
I lit tli cr adventures. At (he same time, in tho 
interest of the public, we shall be glad lo hear 
that at the prospect of fresh laurels his spirit 
rises again, and that ho avows htinself ready 
to buckle on his harness once more. It 
wroiltt have hcon foitnnolc if the Uti 
mismanaged expedition with South Australia 
could have been entrusted lo him, for then 
some more satisfactory results than were 
Achieved mir;ht have been looked for, and it & 
princijially in tho direction in which Mr. 
J3A.HTU.ri it was tending, that any decisive mill 
extensive discoveries are to be sought. 

Mr. Gmseottv, indeed, suggests lhat the 
starting [loititof uuy projected expedition, should 
boat tho j unci ion of Slrenlcchi Creek and 
Coopcr'a River, in about latitude 28-, nnd 
longitude 11U- This -wan fh= best grassed and 
watered spot lhat he passed over during his late 
journey, and is well suited for a depot, besides 
being easily accesnible from the northernmost 
stations of South Australia. But Mr. 
Gnucottv's letter, though only now published, 
was written In December Jart year, and probably 
beForc the final resutls of Messrs. Stu.yht's and 
C.innAmt'a discovery of a well -watered district 
to tho north-west of I„akc Torreus. And (hia 
discovery seems to fix that spot as decidedly the 
best far a starling- point for ji new trip. Willi 
all duo deference to so experienced a judgment 
as that of Mr. GnuooitY. it is not easy to 
see what great advantages can spring from 
slurting from tho depot al Stredccki Creek.

A 
course due north would lie midway hel 
Mr. □ltv.nonv's (ruck down the Victoria and 
Sirrrt-r's, and would probably run inlo (tint low 
stony depression or valley lhat seems to ex t ond 
from the Gulf of Carpentaria lo Spencer's Gulf. 
A conrae due west won [it, after two hundred 
miles, only touch just north of Mr. UAntiAou's 
discoveries. As this paint, therefore, which 
is _ at present the extreme north-west 
limit of discovery proceeding from the south in 
Ihe direction of the interior, is quite accessible 
from Adelaide, as much su almost as Strclcnki'a 
Creek. It would scorn lo be the best point of 
departure for a fresh expedition. 

We see by the Soulh Australian journals that 
Major WAUiiunTox has submitted to the 
Government n proposal to cross the continent to 
the Gulf of Carpentaria. The possibility of 
such an achievement is, at present, to say tho 
least, very doubtful, and must Involve very 
great risk. Major WxiinrjuTo-r, though with 
plenty of that personal courage which becomes 
a British officer, succeeded more in finding 
fault with Mr. BAtin.vciK, last year, than in vin- 
dicating his own latent as tin explurcr. IT the 
South Australimu Government coiitempiatca nny 
more outlay on explorations, it seems to us that 
instead of equipping the gallant major, (hey had 
better consult with the Melbourne Institute and 
agree to a joint expedition, more especially if 
the sen-ices of Mr, Qheqokt can be secured. 
Such an expedition would be pretty nearly de- 
cisive.

The Monew-PiNrg, — Tho most remarkable speci- 
men of the vegetable kingdom indigenous to this 
colony, it tho screw-pine, (.Ruir/anus), which grows 
in great abundance and perfection on the mountain 
heights between Uraidwood and the coast. The 
plant ia a native of the Oriental and Facifie Archi 
pclugoea and ia sorarnoply to bo met with in tho 
ranges 5ioth in t)if« colony and jn Vierorin. In tho 
latter tho writer never sow it growing in such perfec- 
tion as in Sew South Wnto. The plants in the sister 
territory do not attpin the astne altitudti and rotun- 
dity, and are therefore by no means cither so useful 
or ornamental. Tlie soil on which they appear to 
thrive.bcat is the most arid Band where vegetation 
first commence*, Tho great sword -shaped leaves, 
much reaemlrling those of the pine-apple, ut with 
sharp spines along each edge, sheath each ether nt the 
bases, and the series run in regular spinal turns, 
somewhat like the corkscrew. Botanists si; i: is 
allied to the palm. The fruit grows from, and forms 
part of, the leaf. When ripe it is of a pale piuk 
colour. On separating the rind, a white substance: of 
something like tho consistency of the almond, although 
consldorably larger, presents itsolf. While the rind 
la four. sided, tho nut is oval. The aborigines, 
especially slooa the const, art) well no- 
nuointed with the properties of this mil. 
They call it IriBoiMny, nnd regard it in its 
natural state, as highly poisonous. Tlery, however, 
prepare it for food by drying it for some dap ; It la 
then pounded into fluo powder, something similar to 
Hour, and of which cakes lire made, and baked, The 
poisonous, properties appear to bo in the juice of the

"With reference to the time of the ymn- that the

the first out in the rield, if tike equipment wero stored 
at one of the out stations. 

" The equipment should be carried entirely on pack 
horses, drove being woraa than useless In the Sandy 
country to lie ItsvClsed. 

" If D few camels eoulil be procured, they would, I 
think, prove invaluable; though the public seem 
to put too much confidence in tho reaulta, oyer- 
rating their powers oT endurance, He, They should 
not be over worked by carryln; heavy leads, 
hut reserved for iccnonoitcilncr tlie oouiitry before 
hrioRin E up tho main party. Eton if a sufficient 
number of these animals wets to be procured, it would 
not be prudent to omploy theuo to the exclusion of 
horses in the present uncertainty with regard to their 
udapratioa to the country, nnrl liability to suffer from 
poisonous plants, which may be expected to he found 
as wo npptoech tho western coast, where they ire so 
abundant.

" In one of your letters you advert to the possibility 
of my undertaking the charge of the proposed oxpedl 
tlort. This, 1 conceive, is not compatible with esttrit 
b-E circumstances ; but it is. perhaps, best to reive 
you my reasons at length. First, tho jarty eouid not, 
or, at least, would not bo ready to start: nt the 
proper season next yenr(13S9), end thnt ensuing is 
too distant for mc to make any arrangements, 
Secondly, even under tho moat favourable: cirevvrn- 
etancce, the result must fall far abort of public oxpee- 
trttion ; and oven wort a fine country to bo found 
(which is scarcely possible), it could only benefit 
South AustTHba, sa thst colony would intervene be- 
tween it and Victoria, and the people of the latter 
province would bo far from satisfied when they found 
they had paid a large snm for discoveries which were 
to benefit othera, while they were inaccessible to them- 
eelvcs. Thirdly, accepting the charge of the party 
would he construed Into an approval of tho undertak- 
ing gerietaliy, and that I had reasonable expectation of 
attaining the object desired. And lasdj, it would be 
muah better if aome person were sent by Victoria, who 
hy o, previous residence in the province, would bo 
more closely identified with tho community than a 
non-resident like rayac)/. 

_ " Apart from these eonsiderationa, and only con- 
sidered with reference to individual risk and mean- 
ventonec during the expedition, 1 should have readily 
undertaken it personally, and assure you that, should 
it eventually start, it will havo my best wishes for its 
success, and, if T eon be of any service in its organtsa- 
ttMj by furnishing memoranda from the details of 
former arrangements for my own journeys, it will 
afford mo great pleasure. 

" ITioueh. I may appear to take a very adverse view 
of Australian exploration at the present time, you 
rnnst not suppose that I consider that any part of 
Australia Is absolutely impenetrable ; it lb only a 
question as to the desmabiltty of incurring an expense 
to effect that which at the present time ia practically 
useless, mil may hereafter he attained with greater 
ease and certainty, 

" It is imperative that new country should be found 
for sheep and onttlo, which have to recede before Bgri. 
culture, while they are more required is the ponula. 
hon increases. Why not avail ourselves of theconntry 
on the. enst coast beyond. Moreton Hay, The Uurdo- 
kin, with which you exe personally acquainted pos- 
sesses n better and more exteriaivo tract ot good country 
with easy access, than can possibly exist in tho Inte- 
rior, while it is oractlcaljy much, nearer even to Mel* 
bourne than any osjsis in the, interior desert. 

Hoping I shall not havo overtaxed your patience

active, agent in the death of hundreds. 

At the same time, it is not improbable that If tho 
amount of slow death caused by the same water could 
be traced out, it would probably be- found to he ten 
times as great ns that which, was more immediately 
produced. During tho practice Df my nrofesBion asaa. 
analytical chemist, in London, I have liad occasion la. 
analyse many samples of water; among width was 
qnc sample from n very celebrated wall, situated in the 
parish of St. Bride's, near Elect- street. This well is 
immediately under the wall of the ohurch.yatd, th 
well being many feel below the level of the ohun ' 
yard. The water from this well hod audi great rep 
that I was acquainted with persons who- sent a i 
tnnco of two indes for it for drinking purposes. 
Analysis showed that this water contained a very rmc 
■idernblc quantity of organic matter, and other suht 
stances evidently of nnimal origin ; in other words, the 
water was polluted by the contents of the church. ' 
yatd, I need hardly add its situation being in tha 
city of London, was one liugo muss of decayed and

I place the following quotation before your readers ; 
to show them the attention this subject is nowre- 
ceivintr in London ;— " Dr. Thomson, Medical Officer: 
of Health W the parish of Murylobono, has directed 
his attention to this subject, and has chemically ex- . 
amuied several of the parish wells ■ and since a puh» i 
hcatton Of a canton to the parishioners, in the weVldy 
aanitniy report, several samples, of well water hai ' 
heon brought to Dr. Thomson, contain!,,;;, in suspen- .. 
aion, fcecitl matter and other organic impurities, ob- 
inously derived from tho sewers." 

I wish now more particularly to caB public atten- 
tion to tlie position of private wells, such aa those 
which supply water to one or two houses. Some year* 
ago I was requimd to make analyses (in r^riavad) of 
waters from such wells, some of which, from their * 
contiguity to the cesspools or large drabia, rested. , 
under ymec suspteioa. In one casa I recollect, more . ■ 
especially, attention was drawn to the well from the.: , 
faet, that tho pcrionH who lived in tho house alwsyi ■ 
became sickly without any apparent cause, and Se. 
"BH P v use 4 tuE T"**" 1 changed several time* 
with the aame result. Jn this oaso a distinct percola- 
tion from tha cesspool to the woB was proved, and, 
this has also been shown to be the case in severs! 
other instances. 

Now, Sir, these observations apply to this port of the 
world as much as to England. In two instance* 
I have madn examinations of water from wella near 
rjydncy, nnd have found a ereater quantity of organic 
matter in such water than I know to 6c, natural to it. 
In the coses to which I allude, the wells wens not 
more than ten foot from the cesspools; the formec 
being almost dry, wlule the latter were nearly f 0 i] 
and the soil, being of a parous character, .tUowed thi 
fluid contents to obey their natural law t

Tho Harfisur returned to England 
in June, 1TM, the l'rinco hnvtog been upwartU nf two 
years out of UnKl»nd, The subseqoeoleincer of our late 
beloi-cd Sallei King is foreign lo our present object, 
which is to Show that to the Urnt four or five years or 
his professional lif* fie wan under the restraints of tho 
Service, nnd employed during that time under tho 
strictest and best Officers who over hoisted fltej or pen- 
dant.
